ate foreign relations subcommit- 
tee which is considering President 
Truman's nomination of Jessup to 
this country's United Nations del- 
egation. 


In a sometimes stormy hearing, 


McCarthy.called attention to tes- 
timony by Stassen yesterday to 
the senate's internal security sub- 
committee. 


He called Stassen's testimony 


"brilliant" and said it showed the 
extent to which Owen Lattimore, 
Johns Hopkins University profes- 
sor, 
"followed the 
Communist 


party line" at an October, 1949, 
roundtable discussion 
of China 


policy at the State Department. 


Referring to Lattimore's pol- 
icies, McCarthy, declared: 


"I'll show that Jessup adopted 


them 100 per cent." 


Stassen testified yesterday that 


at the 1949 meeting Lattimore was 
the leader of a 'dominant group 
advocating a 10-point program 
that included recognition of Red 
China, turning over Formosa to 
the Chinese Communists, and the 


Tokyo, Oct. 2—(*)—Gen. Omar 


Bradley said today United Nations 
forces in Korea are strong enough 
"to keep anyone from running 
over us1' and, if truce talks col- 
lapse completely, fight the war tp 
a successful military conclusion.

It authorizes 
federal civilian agencies to with- 
hold data from the public if they 
deem such action is necessary for 
national security. 
, Mr. Truman has said there is no 
direct or implied element of cen- 
sorship about the order. He stated 
it should not be used to stifle the 
free flow of news to the public.

A total of 193 planes were In- 


volved In the two deadly fights. 


The toll ran the air war total 


to 106 Red- planes reported de- 
stroyed. It equalled the record for 
the number of Communist planes 
reported shot down In a single day. 


The Fifth Air Force said one of 


the damaged Russian type MIG- 
15s probably was destroyed. 


It reported all Allied planes re- 


turned safely. 


On the ground fierce fighting 


Reds recaptured a hill on the east- 
ern front and for the third suc- 
cessive day stalled an Allied at- 
tack in the west. 


Two hundred charging Korean 


Reds drove South Koreans from a 
height the Allies captured Monday 
east of Heartbreak Ridge, hot 
spot of the eastern front. The hill 
has changed hands three times in 
five days. 
In the west a grenade-hurling; 


battalion of Chinese halted every 
Allied attack on a narrow bridge 
near Chorwon. 


Reds laid a continuous mortar 


and artillery barrage on the Unit- 
ed Nations troops. Fire from Al- 
lied guns, tanks and planes was so 
heavy a pall of smoke hid Chinese 
positions. 


The Jet battles swirled from 30,- 


000 feet down to tree-top levels. 
The destroyed toll matched that 
reported Dec. 22. 


The day's first battle was fought 


just before noon between 45 MIGs 
and 36 American. F-86 Sabre jets, 
flying,interference-for a rail-cut-- 
ting mission over MIG Alley. 


Two red-nosed Communist Jets 


were sent spiraling down in flames. 


Five hours later 32 Sabres took 


on 80 MIGs in the same area. 
After a 25-minute fight the Sabre 
pilots reported they destroyed four 
Red craft, probably shot down an- 
other, and damaged one more.

ECONOMY OR EMPTY TALK? 


The house and senate conferees wound up by 


agreeing to a foreign aid total of $7,483,400,000 for 
the new fiscal year—almost $200,000,000 greater than 
the senate had voted, but about $15,000,000 under 
the house figure. 


This represents a triumph of sort for reason in 


foreign affairs, and may partly be ascribed to an 
urgent appeal by cable from General Eisenhower in 
Paris. 


But the fact remains that the Congress still left 


the measure $1,000,000,000 short of administration re- 
quests—-without particular point. The argument ad- 
vanced, of course, was economy. But since the law- 
makers don't practice that in any other field, it 
stands as a flimsy excuse that will not bear close 
scrutiny. 


Chances are that Congress will have to make up 


the $1,000,000,000 deficiency later in the year. If and 
when that happens, it ought to be well noted by 
a public which has been listening for many years 
-low to utterly empty talk of economy.

Autumn and Winter 


New York,—Anticipated pleas- 


ures of golden Autumn—holiday 
excursions, 
football 
weekends, 


hunting, the scenic grandeur of 
changing foliage—should be tem- 
pered by caution because of the 
seasonal rise in fatal 
motor ve- 


hicle and firearm accidents, warn 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company's statisticians. 
About 28 per cent of all motor 


vehicle fatalities occur during the 
three Autumn months, a higher 
proportion than in Summer, 
al- 


though the volume of travel drops 
off. Fewer hours of daylight, poor 
weather, and wet Autumn leaves 
on the highways are blamed. 


The concentration in Autumn 


of one third of the annual firearm 
deaths reflects the increase 
In 


hunting. A large proportion of 
such deaths, the statisticians ob- 
serve, are preventable. These cir- 
cumstances are cited: 


Some of the fatal accidents re- 


sult from 
hunters • accidentally 


shooting 
themselves or 
others 


through careless gun handling; all 
too often a hunter will climb over 
or through a fence with his gun 
earned in a dangerous position. 
Each year a number of hunters are 
killed when the guns of their com- 
panions are accidentally discharg- 
ed while being loaded or are caught 
in the underbrush. Many hunters 
are fatally wounded when they are 
mistaken for game. 


"With the approach of Autumn," 


the statisticians declare, 
"people 


should be made aware of the spe- 
cial hazards of that* season. At the 
same time they should be reminded 
that accidents are a serious men- 
ace to life at all seasons and that 
the best assurance 
of personal 


safety is the development of a safe 
way of living 
that 
will 
carry 


throughout the year."

Grass-Legume Silage 
High in Feeding Value 


Silage occupies an important 


place in livestock feeding in the 
United States. It has greater palat- 
ability, a higher carotene content, 
and is less wasteful in feeding than 
any other form of forage preserved 
on the farm. It can be made under 
conditions not favorable for curing 
dry fodder snd hay, saving a larger 
percentage of leaves, green color, 
and total nutrients for feeding. 


The silo can be made to perform 


double-duty by filling it with the 
early 
summer lush - growth of 


grasses and legumes for possible 
use during the hot, dry, summer 
months when green feed may be 
short or of poor quality, and if used 
then, the silo can be filled again hi 
the late summer or fall with corn, 
sorghums or a late growth of 
grasses and legumes for winter 
feeding. 


A variety of forage crops can be 


made into nutritious silage. Until 
recently, about 90 per cent of all 
silage produced was made from 
corn, about 8 per cent from sor- 
ghums, and less than 2 per cent 
from small grains or hay crops. The 
percentage of silage now made from 
hay and pasture crops may be con- 
siderably above 10 per cent, and 
the percentage is gradually increas- 
ing. 


High-yielding legume and grass 


hay and pasture crops arc coming 
te be Important silage crops in the 
North and Northeast. Legumes, or 
a 
combination of legumes and 


grasses make a better silage than 
grasses ensiled alone. These crops 
are higher in protein, carotene and 
minerals than corn or the sorghums. 
They produce the best silage when 
cut at, or slightly before, the best 
stage lor hay. This stage Is usually 
after heads emerge, but before 
bloom for grasses, and during early 
bloom for legumes. 


Non-legume crops such as corn, 


sorghums, or the grasses cut after 
heading out, ensiled either alone or 
with an equal part or less of leg- 
umes, will produce enough of the 
right kind of acids to make good 
silage. Legume crops and imma- 
ture grasses which are high in pro- 
tein and low in fermentable carbo- 
hydrates should be wilted or have 
acid, molasses or ground dry grains 
added as a conditioner or preserva- 
tive. Fine cutting, firm packing, and 
a moisture content of not more than 
68 per cent are the requisites for 
the production of good wilted silage 
from high-protein legumes and Im- 
mature grasses. 


Hay and pasture crops are usual- 


ly cut with a mower, raked into 
windrows with either a side-deliv- 
ery or dump rake, and then loaded

on the wagons by hand or with a hay • 
loader. Green crops often are not 
handled satisfactorily with the ordi- 
nary farm machinery. The rakes 
pass over much of the material, and 
the loader fails to pick the wind- 
rows up clean. Hay loaders must' 
be built for heavy duty. The use of 
a windrower attachment onthe cut- 
ter bar of the mower saves the la- 
bor of raking, and also lessens the 
chances of stones being elevated on- 
to the wagon or truck along with the 
green material. 


Machines which will pick the hay 


crop up out of the windrow, and field 
chop and blow it into the trucks or 
trailers, are coming into common 
use. The same machine can be used 
for field chopping corn or hay crop* 
for silage, and for 'harvesting field- 
cured hay. or hay to be dehydrated 
or barn-dried. 


The composition of silage is usual- 


ly similar to that of the green crop 
from which the silage is made. (See 
table.) Forage that is palatable and 
nutritious when put into the sil<r 
should be the same when taken out, 


Grass-alfalfa*1 sflage for poultry 


can replace green pasture and dried' 
green forage at season* of the year; 
when the latter arc unobtainable. 
Straight-aided metal barrels holding 
350 to 400 pounds of chopped green 
material are convenient and prac- 
tical containers for poultry silage. 


Poultry fed a part-ration of grass- 


legume silage eat more feed per day 
with greater zest, make greater 
gains in weight, and are in better 
physical condition than poultry not 
fed such silage.

building this year—expanding in a 
$25-billion-a-year rush to build up 
military might. 


Today some businessmen 
are 


wondering: What are we going to 
do with all these defense plants, 
once the need for so much expan- 
sion of military might is over? 


Most of the new plants and new 


tools of production are for defense 


j or defense-supporting 
industries. 


But most of them can be convert- 
ed to making goods for civilians, 
when the time comes that the mili- 
tary doesn't 
need—on a keep- 


going basis—as much industrial 
plant as it does now on a building- 
up basis. 


Business doesn't 
question the 


need for defense nor the emphasis 
now concentrated on tooling-up for 


forfeit some of his rights under 
Rent Control?

ning of Rent Control the Rent 
Regulations have provided that 
each lease would remain in force 
in accordance with the terms 
thereof, except for those pro- 
visions which were inconsistent 
with the Rent .Regulations.

If you wish to be certain 
that the Rent Office will approve 
the rent you plan on charging for 
the new unit you may send a let- 
ter to the Rent Office requesting 
that they give you a prior opinion 
in writing as to the rent that will 
be approved.

equipment and rubber. 


But the momentum of plans al- 


ready made indicate that build- 
ing will continue at a high rate 


well into 1952, depending on howj 
much material is made available i 
for construction. 


The effect on Industry, however, 


may not reach Its greatest force 
until 1953 or 1954. This time lag 
la based on World War U exper- 
ience. The national industrial con- 
ference board notes today: "More 
than half the total additions to 
manufacturing for the five years 
1940-45 had been completed by the 
end of 1942, and more than three- 
fourths by the end of 1943. But the 
peak output of industrial raw ma- 
terials did not come until 1944." 


It is in 1953 or 1954, therefore, 


that some businessmen fear the 
nation will have more industrial 
plants than are needed to keep 
the military supplies on a replace- 
ment basis, and more than civilian 
demand will need.
